WEsT PALM BEACH, FLA. — 
Breaking his silence on the 
special counsel investigation, 
President Donald Trump cel- 
ebrated a summary of the 
findings Sunday, claiming it 
“was a complete and total ex- 
oneration,” even though the 
report did not reach a defin- 
itive answer on whether he 
obstructed justice. 

Trump spoke to reporters 
before boarding Air Force 
One in Palm Beach, saying 
“it was just announced there 
was no collusion with Rus- 
sia. ... There was no obstruc- 
tion, and none whatsoever.” 

The president’s comments 
came after the Justice De- 
partment said that special 
counsel Robert Mueller’s in- 
vestigation did not find evi- 
dence that Trump’s campaign 
“conspired or coordinated” 
with Russia to influence the 
2016 presidential election.

VAs blind rehab lets patients 
again pursue their passions

Navy veteran William 
Christian positioned a 
“talking” tape measure 
alongside a piece of wood. 
“Seventeen and seven-eighths 
inches,” the tape measure an- 
nounced in an English accent. 

Christian nodded; that 
was the exact length he 
needed for the picture 
frame he was making in the 
woodworking shop at Louis 
Stokes Cleveland VA Medi- 


cal Center’s blind rehabilita- 
tion center. 

“Tt does all your thinking 
for you,” said Christian, 86. 

The tool had done for him 
what he couldn’t do. The avid 
woodworker is losing his sight 
due to macular degeneration. 

Christian traveled from 
his home in Princeton, West 
Virginia, to the blind reha- 
bilitation center to work 
with specialists in a pro- 
gram who teach sight-im- 
paired veterans how to use 
tools that help them do ev- 


eryday tasks like bake a cake 
or send an email. 

The minute Christian 
heard about the program, 
he knew it was for him. “I 
was sold because I would 
be able to do things to be a 
better citizen and take care 
of myself,” he said. 

The VA’s blind rehabilita- 
tion center is a 15-bed inpa- 
tient facility, housed in the 
medical center, where veter- 
ans with varying degrees of 
vision impairment stay for 
several weeks of one-on-one

WASHINGTON — The Justice 
Department declared Sunday 
that special counsel Robert 
Mueller’s long investigation 
did not find evidence that 
President Donald Trump’s 
campaign “conspired or co- 
ordinated” with Russia to 
influence the 2016 presiden- 
tial election, setting off cel- 
ebrations of vindication by 
Trump and his supporters. 
Mueller also investigated 
whether Trump obstructed 
justice but did not come to a 
definitive answer. 

In a four-page letter to 
Congress, Attorney General 
William Barr quoted Muel- 
ler’s report as stating it “does 
not exonerate” the president 
on obstruction. Instead, Barr 
said, it “sets out evidence on 
both sides of the question.” 

Trump, in Florida, said the 
report proved “there was no 
collusion” as he has con- 
tended for many months. He
